A DOMINION BOARD OF TRADE. 


In yosterday's Tues we published some 
correspondence which has lately taken 
place, bgGeme the How. Joba Yeung, Pre- 
sudant af the Montreal Board of Trade, and 
Mr. Perry, Secretary of the Board of Trade 
im this city, Tt has long beam actmittedt by 
commercial men in all parts of the country, 
that @ necessity exits for the organisation 
of « Dominion Board of Trade, which shoul 
be able to represent the views and 
not of « section only, but of the 
business community. The only question 
seoms to be as to where ita mectings shail 
be hold. Mr. Young suggests that they 
should be held in different cities every year, 
while Mr. Perry urges that as in order to 
be of any practical utility, the Dominion 
Board of Trade must be in frequent com 
munication with the government, it would 
be better that the meetings ahould be al 
ways held in Ottawa during the Parlia: 
mentary session, 

Wo are not aware that the presence of 
the delegates selected to represent the va 
rious Boards of Trade throughout the coun 
try, would be of such great importance to 
Ottawa that we shall be scoused of selfish 
motives if we declare ourselves in favor of 
Mr. Perry's idles. Of course Ostawe would 
be glad to weloome the representatives of 
the commercial interests of the Dominion, 
with the same gordiality that she ever 
evinces towards the representatives of our 
‘country’s political opinions; but were it 
not that most important advantages to 
Canacla ab large seem likely 10 rewult from 
having the meetings held here, we should 
‘not say anything in reference to this part of 
the subject. 

Lot we conmder what are the objects 
which the Dominion Boart of Trade bs 
designed to effect. Ik le proposed 
that delegates shall be elected 
from the various Boards of Trace in all 
Parts of the country, #ho shail meet for 
the purpose of discussing all questions 
conneotend with the commercial interests of 
Canada, the working of the tariff, and the 
heat mode of developing the resources of 
the entire country. But aithowgh the 
mombers of the Dominion Board of Trade 
would be able to make many valuable aug: 
costiona, they oan do little oF nothing with: 
ONE the aanistanoe of the Government sad 
Parliament, and therefore t is of the highy 
‘ext importance that the Roark of Trale 
should be abid to hold frequent and ware: 
striqged communication with them. [t would 
tea romt advantage if, trom time to time, as 
various questions came up for discussion, 
the delegates coukl confor with our lead 

4 politiod men in reference thereto ; 

woh valuable time would thus be saved, 
‘unt wo all know the actvantages of « perso: 
‘nal jnterviow in matters of this kind. If 
the Dominion Board of Trade is to be pro 
dluctive of great practical results, ae we be: 
ove it might be, there mugs bea thorough 
undersianting existing between ite mem. 
bore and the Government. It will be for 
them to euggeatiatich action, in connection 
with oF commercial usage, custom, ant 
laws, as to them may appenr desirable, 
then the Government would show what 
dittioutties, if amy, stooxt in the way of the 
course of action proposed and finally 
both cong agree upon such ® policy as 
might bast suis the case. Uneler these cir 
cumstances it appears evident that it 
hichly unportant that the Board of Trade 

wiht be able, at any moment, 1 oom. 
with the Finance Minigter or the 
Minuster of Agriculture, de., to aale ques 
\iona of make suggestions, and teceive an 
immediate reply. Thus Ottawa seems to 
he the proper place at which these mest 
ings should be held, and although we do 
hot know what the views of the Covers 
tment are on this subject, we have no doubt 
that Miniatare would be glad to grve the 
olegates all the assistance in their power.

He grew sooner wearied, both 
din work, and complained at 
strange supineness of mind and 
With the pen. Those who 
n for sone jfme were moxt 
hima within the last few 
mouths with the sudden whiteness of his 
hair, From grey he became all at once 
white, just as Mr. Bright did not long 
1 saw him a few weeks ago, just be- 
fore he left town, and his sunburned face 
seemed set in sow, his eared and hair 
were bleached so perfectly. 
Think ie emm, T Be 
win Drood that killed him. He 
went back to work 00 soon. He bad 
hhad the idea of the story for some time in 
his mind, I believe ; but after the. first 
isnpulso Of the start was off he found the 
development of the incidents and charac. 

Within the last 
week or so be was planning much of this, 
Hescemed to make so little progress, and 
at the cost of such an event that porbay 
it wns the hot weather, he thought, or 
was out of sorts, and would get into better 
trim by-and-by.
